‘Moral Attrition 
Of Germany 


“Must Renounce the Conquests With 
Which They are Morally 
Burdened 


Americans should not underesti- 
i Mtac the meating and promise of the 
ee civrent political dissensions in Ger- 
many. ‘Lhey may not, as the state 
departinent has said, do anything to 
make the immediate task of the al- 
licd armies any less costly and diffi- 
cult. They have not reached a stage 
which permits the atlies for one mo 
ment to. relax the intensity of the 
economic and military pressure 
which they are exerting on the people 
of central Kurope. On the contrary 
these dissensions would probably 
diminish if the rigor of blockade 
were relieved or if the German gov- 
ernment had any chance of negotiat- 
ing with Russia a separate peace. 
Nevertheless they are of immense 
importance. They constitute an 
implicit confession of the moral in- 
firmity of German political strategy 


before and during the war. Che 
German government has been de- 
pending’ on a lie in order to keep 


the German people united in its sup- 
port. The prevailing —dissensions 
indicate that the lie has finally come 
home to roost. The full meaning of 
the discovery has not yet dawned on 
the German national consciousness, 
but when it does, the consequences 
may be salutary for the future both 
of Germany and the world. What 
we are witnessing now is the pre- 
himinary sign and necessary condition 
of that greater victory which can 
eccur only through the virtual ad- 
mission by the German people of 
failure and a relation between their 
failure and their deserts. 

Phe German government bas been 
lying because, as we pointed out last 
week, it has been playing its game 


in two contradictory ways. It, has 
been trying to reap the benefit of 
both an offensive and defensive 
strategy, of a psychology both o 


victorious conquest and of-honorable 
vesistance to aggression.

The first was aimed at 
France through Belgium and was 
defeated at the Marne. The second 
was made at Great Britain and was 
defeated at Ypres. Next a dagger 
was triumphantly buired in the vast 
body of the Russian bear, but it fail-

purely military decision, the German 
government turned the submarine 
loose in the hope of isolating Great 
Britain and cutting her communica- 
tions with her allies and her sources 
of supply. It was a final demonstra- 
tion of the price which victory had 
come to be worth to the German 
ruling classes. They must have a 
military decision no matter how 
much they had to pay for it in un- 
necessary enmitics and in future 
political isolation. 

The morale of the German people 
in relation to the war has been based, 
consequently, not merely on the cry- 
ing need of victory, but on the con- 
fident expectation of victory. Vic- 
tory was to bring relief from present 
sufferings and safeguards for future 
security. It was a morale which 
must tend to disintegrate just as 
soon as the hopes of victory were 
extinguished. ‘The existing dissen- 
sions in Germany can mean only one 
thing. The submarine campaign in 
spite of the enormous expense to 
which it is putting th¢ allied enemies 
of Germany will not® and cannot 
bring the needed victory, The attri- 
tion of German suilitary resources is 
proceeding at a more rapid rate than

Some Dugouts 
I Have Known 


By a Subaltern in the London West- 
minster Gazette 


The rest of the dugouts were not 
quite so magnificent, but were ver 
fine examples of the bearable kind. 
They were large enough, possessed 
of about two wire beds apiece, and 
with the usual equipment of a dugout 
in France were quite happy spots. 
The usual equipment of Lares and 
Penates of a dugout in France is as 
follows—try and imagine it; it isa 
good study of Still Life—one some 
times wonders that there is still litd 
but that is beside the point. 

In the average or bearable, type ot 
dugout you plunge down three — or 
four steps—tliztns if it is one of the 
very safe British dugouts with quite 
two feet of mud on top.

Having stumbled down or up these 
steps, you knock your head with con- 
siderable force against what is known 
in architectural circles, 1 believe, as 
the lintel, a pine log prolific in knots 
which forms the upper part of the 
doorway frame.

Peace Proposals Might .Have Had 
More Weight Three Years Ago 


lf the pope, immediately after his 
election in September, 1914, had is- 
sued the appeal for peace which he 
now makes, it would have been an 
act of Christian statesmanship 
worthy of the great organization 
which he heads, At thgt time peace 
on the basis of the status quo ante 
without reparation, with an agree- 
ment for general disarmament, on 
the broad principle of forgive and 
forget might have been possible, so 
far as the allies are concerned. It 
would have failed probably through 
the scornful rejection by Germany, 
who was then looking forward to an 
easy and early triumph and the mas- 
{tery of the world, but it would have 
established thé influence of the Vati- 
can in the right quarter. 

Three years of war, however, with 
its experiences of every form of 
frightfulness and = savagery, have 
made it quite impossible for the civ- 
ilized world to place the confidence 
in’ Germany which it might have 
given then or to feel that it can 
again trust its security to any prom- 
ises of the present German govern- 
ment. More than that, the world ot 
civilization cannot consent that any 
of the principles which are at the 
base of German policy and ainbition 
shall be further recognized. 

The matter of reparation is not 
inerely one of justice, but primarily 
of future security. Unless Germany 
pays a heavy penalty for what she 
has done, she will never take to heart 
the lesson that she must #6t do it 
again. The penalty must be heavy 
enough to convince the German peo- 
ple to a man that they cannot afford 
a government representing the ideas 
and principles for which the present 
German and Austrian governments 
stand in this war; that they must 
win back their place among men by 
accepting the modern ideas of liberty 
and democracy and repudiating 
wholly the ancient barbarism of race 
domination by force. It is three 
years too late to talk of peace on 
the old status quo, The pope should 
have proposed that when Germany 
was winning, instead of waiting till 
Germany has abandoned hope of the 
world conquest and is on the verge 
of collapse.—Buffalo Express.

cial agreement . between 4 Great 
Britain and Holland, which has been 


carried out with a fair degree of 
inipartiality, Holland agreed/ to sup- 
ply England with so many bushels of 
potatoes a month, 

All went well till Germany, hear- 
ing that 12,000 tons were to be ship- 
ped to England, demanded 1000 tons 
at once. This was complied with. 
Delay ensued in the shipping of the 
English supplies, and once more the 
Dutch government gave way to 
German pressure, and shipped what 
rwas intended and required, under 
agreement, by England.

Paris as one of the world’s great 
seaports of the future is today mor

Ever since the seventeenth century 
the idea of a seaport Paris has been 
occasionally, discussed by learned 
Frenchmen and approved as highly 
advisable. But it has taken the big 
war to develop the plan so that to- 
day it is a potent possibility. The 
war has demanded the absolute 
necessity of providing Paris with a 
aangable waterway direct to the sea, 
so that ocean-going ships . might 
bring their cargoes into dock at the 
French metropolis. 

The ‘Paris Seaport” scheme has 
been handed down from generation 
to generation, with additions and] 
modifications on paper, Then came 
the great floods of 1910 when whole 
quarters of Paris were inundated and 
traffic was suspended for days. It 
was then definitely decided that a 
canal system must be built to relieve 
the main stream in case of new floods 
and the idea of widening and deep- 
ening the Seine was also considered. 

Today the prefect of the Seine has 
issued circulars to the municipal at- 
thorities, outlining a’ definite and 
new scheme for rendering the Seine 
navigable for big shipping from Paris 
toRouen and proposing that a port 
be built at Gennevilliers, outside of 
Paris, with easy access to the capital.
